Boy Kidnapped 
Babe; Sought 
Axe to Slay 


ALLIANCE, Neb., Oct, 26.—A 12 
year-old boy with a mania to kill 
something, who kidnapped a two 
months old baby and when caught 
was hunting for an axe to behead 
the infant, presented a problem to 
county officials today 

The baby was kidnapped from the 
automobile of Mr. and Mrs. Melvin 
Colerick, the parents, whe had 
parked their car while they visited 
relatives, In the weeds of a near 
by vacant lot the baby's cries at 
tracted a neighbor's attention 

The boy was discovered by Sheriff 
Jones as he was searching for an 
axe The boy told the sheriff he 
intended to kill the baby, but re 
fused to give a motive other than a 
desire to “kill something.”

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SLAMMING THE JUDGE 


Naturally, perhaps, some of the alder- 
men do not appear to be altogether 
charmed with the report of Judge 
Tweedie on the city’s fire protection ser- 
vice. The report is not very flattering of 
the way the council has been attending to 
that branch of the civic business. The 
more that members of the council cal! at- 
tention to that feature of it, the more at- 
tention it is bound to get. 

One thing is to be observed, however 
The judge did not hold the investigation 
and make the report on his own motion. 
He was invited to do so by the aldermen 
If they did not want his opinion they 
might have done the investigating them- 
selves. Having asked the judge to do it, 
and spent $2,500 of the taxpayers’ money 
to get his opinion, aldermen hardly better 
their own position when they now find 
fault with the results 

FINDING JOBS 


Dominion and provincial Govern 
railways, and innumerable local orgar 
tions in the west, are trying to find em- 
ployment for the British harvesters, in 
order that a large number of these men 
may be able to stay in Canada. That is 
entirely the proper thing to do, provided 
that in doing it there is no depressing of 
wages or other tendency to crowd Cana- 
dians out of jobs to make places for the 
newcomers. 

But why cannot a _ corresponding 
amount of energy be devoted to the busi- 
ness of finding work-¢for Canadians in sea- 
sons when employment happens to be 
scarce? The assumption, of course, is 
that “the Canadian can take care of him- 
self.” There is move flattery than fact in 
that supposition when a period of depres- 
sion strikes the country or the commun- 
ity. If there 4s an obligation upon the 
public to help the stranger find a means 
of livelihood there is surely as clear an ob- 
ligation to help a Canadian citizen when 
he needs help. 


AIRSHIP AND BATTLESHIP 


An opportunity will be missed unless 
Washington sees in the cruise of the Graf 
Zeppelin a chance to call another interna- 
tional conference with better prospects of 
getting results in the limitation of 
naval armament. The Graf is a commer- 
cial airship. But it could presumably 
carry a cargo of bombs as successfully as 
a cargo of passengers, and could unload 
the bombs with more or less accuracy 
upon cities four or five thousand miles 
away from its starting point 

When that very practical fact is taken 
into account, the whole question is raised 
whether it is worth while for the nations 
to go on building thirty million dollar bat- 
tleships, seeing that these do not now give 
the security against enemy attack for 
which they were supposed to be peculiarly 
suited. To the layman at least it would 
look like better business to spend the 
money, if it has to be spent in armament 
in providing defence against overhead at- 
tack than in building dreadnaughts which 
a hostile airship would have no cause to 
dread.

Are People Honest? . 
Mr. Samuel Crowther, speaking in 
the Saturday Evening Post and pre- 
sumably for and of its million readers, 
says that they 
are. His evidence 
is that certain 
banks now lend 
money to borrow- 
ers without de- 
manding  collat- 
eral and with 
only slight re- 
quirements as to 
character and

clothing) sold on the installment plan 
show no more loss than is regarded 
as a legitimate commercial risk. 
These people are honest; with few 
exceptions they pay what they prom- 
ise to pay. Does that prove, then, 
that people generally are honest ali 
the way through? i us see 


I look upon honesty, as does every-, 


body else, as an indispensible con- 
venience for running the world and 
an acid test of one phase of morals, 
but as a psychologist I regard it as 
an index of mental fitness. To be 
honest indicates that you have your- 
self well in hand; that you don't 
have to be watching yourself to see 


that you don't get into trouble. It) 


is far more than the honesty is the 
best policy; honesty is the best habit 
It saves you thinking about a lot of 
things that cost time and money; it 


removes temptation; it sets you free | 


to go about your business. It sets 
your face forward toward reality and 
no evasion; it makes you a responsible 
citizen 

So my notion of honesty goes much 
further than repaying debts thai you 
have legally assumed, knowing that 
there are definite legal provisions to 
enforce payment if need be. Natu- 
rally, we are all glad to know that 
even under those circumstances which 
leave quite a loophole for dishonesty, 
people are as generally almost univer- 
Sally honest as the banks and install- 
ment houses find them. But it will

and bolts and bars. The whole world 
is padlocked at night and much of it 
during the day. Guards are on duty 
at every point. Think of the salaries 
paid to these vast armies of guardians 
against dishonesty. Walk a mile in 
the centre of New York city and you'll 
meet more than one armored truck 
Of course, this means only that a 
very small proportion of people are 
professionally dishonest, and we, the 
honest folk, have to pay millions to 
defend ourselves against the few 
There is, however, an enormous 
amount of petty thieving and shop- 
lifting, and quite as much in imitation 
and counterfeits and shady transac- 
tions generally. 

Despite pure food laws and a great 
improvement in business ethics, you 
still buy considerably at your own 
risk. Further, you are hampered in 
coming and going by the fear of loss, 
because people generally haven't the 
habit of honesty so ingrained that 
you can let up on the eternal vigi- 
lance in caring for your property. 

This isn't a pessimistic view of the 
human race by any means; it's just 
an honest facing of the facts. It's 
an emphasis on honesty as an every- 
Gay, all-day habit, practiced without 
effort, and bred into one’s behavior; 
for until you have that kind of hon- 
esty prevailing in the population gen- 
erally you won't have the comfort 
and convenience of an honest world. 

To be morally and mentally fit im- 
plies that honesty is a part of your 
make-up; that you don’t have to po- 
lice yourself, not merely that you feel 
at ease when you pass the policeman 
In a world in which property and 
meney mean so much, the temptation 
to dishonesty increases. Let us try to 
believe that people are as honest as 
they ever were, despite the fact that 
it is harder to be so. The only salva- 
tion is to make honesty the best habit
